House Leaders Reported Elated Over 
the Determination of the President 
to Co-operate W ith Them In Lim it­ 
ing the Business of the Extraordi­ 
nary Session— Republicans 
Not to 
Filibuster Against Tariff Bill. 


TILLMAN AT WAR 
WITH COMMITTEE 


Washington, March 13. — President 
Wilson's proclamation assembling the 
ffixty-third congress in special session 
SIH fix April 7 as the date and sug­ 
gest that the revision of the tariff 
should be the only subject given con­ 
sideration. 
These facts became known follow­ 
ing a conference between President 
Wilson and 
Representative 
Under­ 
wood, the Democratic leader of the 
house. 
It has been decided that ac­ 
tion on a measure proposing changes 
in the banking and currency laws 
shall be deferred until the regular 
session of congress that will begin in 
December. 
It was originally the in­ 
tention of President Wilson to call 
congress together on or about April I. 
The change in date was made to 
give the tariff makers of the house 
more time in which to complete tho 
revibion bills. There is a strong prob­ 
ability, however, that in his first mes­ 
sage to congress President Wilson 
will discuss 
banking and currency 
reform. 
The house leaders are elated over 
the determination of the president to 
oo-operate with them in limiting the 
business of the special session to the 
tariff, 
It means that congress will 
adjourn In a comparatively reason 
able time. 
The Republicans will not 
filibuster against the Democratic tar­ 
iff bill. 
They will register their pro 
tests in given cases, making no effort 
to prevent the dominant party from 
putting through its program. 
Also the president’s decision means 
that a complete reorganization of the 
house may be put over until Decem 
her. 
The 
tariff 
makers 
are 
grinding 
away these days in the office of the 
committee on ways and means. They 
already have passed over schedule A, 
dealing with chemicals, and schedule 
B, having to do with earthenware, 
pottery and like broducts. Work has 
commenced on schedule C, the metal 
schedule. 
This schedule is bound to 
stir up trouble in committee and in 
the house.

Another large crowd as­ 
sembled In Memorial hall to hear tal­ 
ented speakers dilate on the many 
benefits of good roads and the neces­ 
sity for the betterment of rural life. 
Charles L. Swain, speaker of the Ohio 
house of representatives, presided. 
G. Gordon Reel, superintendent of 
highways of New York state, was the 
first speaker. He told all about what 
New York had accomplished in the 
way of building good roads.

The three commissioners who will 
take over the duties of seven depart­ 
ments dealing with employers and 
em ployes, will have the power to step 
in between capital and lat>or and fix 
the hours of labor, a power which la­ 
bor leaders declared a menace to the 
permanency of wages won by strikes, 
contentions and negotiation. The only 
limitation to this power is that the 
commission may not interfere with 
the nine-hour maximum for employed 
women and the eight-hour maximum 
on public contracts. 
By the narrow vote of 57 to 59 tho 
house refused the demand of labor 
representatives to make the Vollmer 
bill an eight-hour measure, as It was 
originally. 
The industrial commission bill pro­ 
vides for the consolidation under tho 
commission Sept. I, 1913, of the de­ 
partments of state labor commission­ 
er, state mine inspector, state liabil­ 
ity board of awards, state inspector of 
workshops and factories, state Inspec­ 
tor of steam engineers, and board of 
boilers rules. 
The 
house definitely disposed of 
the Cowan operation bill, authorizing 
prevention of procreation of children 
by insane, habitual 
criminals and 
other wards of charitable and penal 
Institutions. The bill was laid on the 
table.

son, traction expert, will meet the 
stockholders of the new company at 
Lebanon.

rails of the Interurban Railway and 
Terminal Company. 
“Mr. McKnight states that it is the 
intention of the new company to

Washington, March 12.— The New 
york Journal of Commerce has ap­ 
plied to the Supreme court to restrain 
Postmaster General Burleson from 
enforcing the “newspaper publicity 
law.” 
The request was based upon an al­ 
leged agreement between counsel, the 
Department of Justice and the Post­ 
office department last October that no 
action would be taken by the Post- 
office department to compel newspa­ 
per publishers to comply with the 
law' or enforce any of its penalties 
until the Supreme court had passed 
upon its validity 
Since .March L it was stated, Post­ 
master General Burleson verbally in­ 
formed counsel for 
the newspaper 
that unless the required returns ware 
made on or before March l l he would 
enforce th© penalties, which include 
disbarment from the mails. 
Tile law requires newspapers to 
file with the government and publish 
twice each year a sworn statement 
showing tho names of their bondhold­ 
ers. security holders, the amount of 
the daily circulation of each aud to 
designate all paid-for articles aa “ad­ 
vertisements.” 
The court took the matter under 
advisement.
